TRAIN TELESCOPED IN 


TUNNEL; 19 ABE HURT 


Passengers on Trans-Atlantic flyer 


Are Mangled in a Horrible 


Accident. 
. 


NANTES, France, Sept. 25.—The trans-Atlantic train carrying 


first-class passengers from Paris to Cherbourg, where they were to 
embark on the White Star steamer Adriatic, was telescoped today 
in the Breval tunnel. Nineteen persons were-injured, none fatally. 


The names of the injured are not yet available. Several suffered 


from broken limbs. 


It was a miarcle that no one was 


killed. 
The train taking passengers to 


Cherbourg: for embarkation on the North- 


erman Loyd steamer Crown Prince "Wil- 


nelm which was following the train hav- 
ing on board tfce Adriatic passengers 
proceeded to her destination by another 
route. 


DUE TO NEGLIGENCE. 


The disaster Is said to have been due 


to negligence of the crew of the train 
carrying the trans-Atlantic passengers, 
as no lights were burning oh the rear 
end of the train and no torpedoes were 
placed on the track behind it as required 
by the regulations when a train halts in 
a tunnel. 
This neglect caused another 


'crain to run into the passenger train 
oound for Cherbourg. 


The train with the Adriatic passengers 


eft Paris in two sections. 
The first, 


containing the 
second class baggage, 


stopped just beyond the Breval tunnel. 
Owing to an accident to the locomotive 
the second section, containing the first

COLLISION FOLLOWS. 


Te regular train for Rouen followed 


the second section of the passenger train 
for Cherbourg and although there was a 
red signal up at the entrance of the 
tunnel it was only reduced In speed and 
entered while 'going at .the rate of 25 
miles an hour. 
The collision followed. 


The train crashed Into tho rear of the 
trans-Atlantic train, catising a horrible 
wreck. 
The locomotive of the Rouen 


tram completely telescoped the rear coach 
of the trans-Atlantic and In the smoke 
and darkness an .awful panic ensued. 
..Ineteen Injured persons were taken out 
of the wreckage, several of them suffer- 
ing from broken limbs, but hot one was 
fatally hurt.

His will left all his estate to 


his wife without .any stipulation as to its 
disposal In case of her death. 
His estate 


is estimated at about $500,000, most of 
it invested Jn securities which are be- 
Heved to be In a safe deposit vault Jn 
this city.

AS THE GOVERNMENT SEES IT NOW 


The reappomtment of \Vu Tong Fang to the position of Chinese 


Vlinister Pier ipotentiary at Washington must be an unwelcome sur- 
prise to ihe administration. Besides being the author of the boycott 
sstablished OT American goods in Clrna in retaliation for the exclu- 
sion of Chmtse coolies by the United States, he is the only foreign 
representati\ e who ever ven-tured to intrude on Congress and at- 
tempted to shape legislation to suit his own views. His offenses 
igainst the ordinary proprieties of diplomacy should make him 
jersona non ^rata at Washington and cause a communication of that 
act to be made to the Chinese court at Peking. 


The Status of Oklahoma. 


It is to be assumed that President Roosevelt will shortlj issue a 


proclamation declaring Oklahoma admitted into the Union as a State, 
lie has the power to reject the constitution adopted by the peo- 
ple at the late election, but he is not likely to exercise it in the face 
of the overwhelming majority cast for Statehood and the constitu- 
tion notwithstanding the President's disapproval expicssed through 
Secretary Taft. 
Besides, it is not the business of the Piesident to 


make or dictate constitutions for the States. It is the inalienable 
right of the people of each State to make a constitution to suit them- 
selves, the onl} limitation being the proMsions of the Federal consti- 
tution 
Moreo\er, the President should not ha'*, e waited until the 


constitution had been 
ratified and 
a State ticket 
elected before 


announcing a -\eto 
A veto now would be charged to partizan 


politics since the Oklahoma election has resulted in a sweeping 
Democratic \ictory. 


The enabling act apportions fi\e Congressmen to Oklahoma, but 


the census just taken by direction of the President shows the new 
State to contain 1,414,000 inhabitants—enough to entitle it to seven 
Congressmen. Only twenty-two of the forty-six States (if Oklahoma 
be included) ha\e a larger population than Oklahoma, which contains 
more inhabitants than any State in Xew England, save Massachusetts. 
Her population equals that of Maine, Xew Hampshire and Vermont 
combined. It is \astly larger than that of any ne\\ State ever ad- 
mitted into the Union. To deny Oklahoma Statehood now would 
be an indefensible outrage. 


Mr. Ryan took in deadly earnest the jollying given him lay; 


the Spreckels junta. He even regarded the assurances of Mr» 
Gumshoe Burns, grand vizier of Mr. Spreckels, as given in good 
faith. Alas, he -was not sound on the Spring Valley deal nor dis- 
posed to regard himself in the light of a deputy for Mr. Spreclc- 
els. Then it was that Mr. Spreckels bawled "Scat!" thinldngy 
of course, that Mr. Ryan would scamper off the political stage 
and leave evervthing clear for that eminent medico-legal expert' 
in poetiy and civics, Dr. Edward Robeson Taylor, who is using 
the remnants of the Ruef-Schmitz gang, including a battalion 
of repentant grafters and bribetakers, to build up a reform 
political machine.

This incident recalls the fact that there 


has accumulated In the national treas- 
ury millions of dollars, possibly ten mil- 
lions, since 
the 
establishment of the 


present system In 1S64. 
The govern- 


ment assumes the role of trustee for the 
safe transfer of money from one indi- 
vidual to another, and the protection is 
nearly perfect, yet Uncle Sam cannot 
always remedy the carelessness or ignor- 
ance of persons brfying money orders. •*' 


MONEY ACCUMULATES. 


An official, speaking of the system, 


said: "This vast accumulation of money 
is steadily being augmented from year to 
year, and unless the people become bet- 
ter acquainted with the character of a 
money order transaction the accumulated 
sum promises to become almost fabulous. 
This money has accumulated through no 
fault of -the United States. The.system is 
perfect and instructions relating to .it are 
clear and ample. 


. "For one'thing It is known that persons 
purchasing money orders Ignoranfly de- 
stroy them, believing that the order con- 
stitute^ nothing more 
than a receipt. 
Many persons also are in the habit or 
purchasing money prders before traveling 
from one place to another, with a view 
to converting- them Into cash as needed, 
anfl these are lost through -carelessness, 
by fire or otherwise.-

"It also'frequently-happens that orders 


are sent,.to wrong ^addresses, and'-alter 
repeatedl attempts . on the part- of ttie 
postpffice -department .to find the payee 
ojc remitter, are sent tor the -department,:

COMPLAINT. 


The first complaints were made .to Wil- 
liam M. Ellis, secretary of the Building 
Managers' Association, with headquar- 
ters in room 745, Marquette building, two 
or three weeks ago, and the customary 
method' of notifying the city police and 
keeping closer watch on the employes of 
the robbed buildings was followed. 
Within the last few days, hov.'ever, the 
complaints have become so numerous tbat 
Secretary Ellis yesterday sent circular 
letters to members of the association re- 
questing them to report all losses.

In his 
laboratory at Roioff in Brittany, Profes- 
sor De Lage placed unfertilized eggs of 
the sea urchin and the starfish in sea
